Commercial Club are busy with plans 
for securing an acceptable location 
for the modem packing establish­ 
ment which the Rider Packing Com­ 
pany, of Crothersville, proposes to 
locate in this city.

ard R. Rider, members of the com­ 
pany, who were here Wednesday at- 
ternoon on an inspection tour of sites, 
were well pleased with the location 
of the tract of land owned by the 
Chicago, Terre Haute & Southeast­ 
ern Railroad Company, just west ot 
the 
tanks 
of 
the 
Standard 
Oil 
Company. 
Several 
other ‘ 
loca­ 
tions 
were 
also 
viewed 
but 
this one proved very acceptable on 
account of the excellent switching 
facilities to both the Pennsylvania 
Lines and the Southeastern Line. 
The matter of securing the tract 
was taken up with the company by 
H arry M. Miller, 
secretary of the 
Commercial Club, immediately, and it 
is expected that the railroad com­ 
pany will send an engineer here to 
survey its land and determine how 
much of the tract will be for sale.

Jt is believed that the details which :

contract with the company will be 
arranged in a few days.

Seymour as their new plant here will 
be between their big factory at Croth­ 
ersville and 
their smaller one 
at 
Freetown. 
The company desires to 
begin work on the building, which is 
to cost not less than $15,000. as soon 
as possible. 
The building would be 
a modem brick structure 
equipped 
with the latest machinery available. 
The Rider Packing Company ex­ 
pects to experiment with the packing 
of sweet corn and peas and under 
all probability the plant here would 
be equipped to take care of these 
articles. 
Of course the regular run 
of tomatoes would be made each year 
and a large acreage contract would 
be made with the farmers in this 
vicinity. 
It 
stated that the com­ 
pany wishes to 
complete 
arrange­ 
ments regarding the new plant so 
that the contracts can be made with 
the farmers early in the spring. 
Much interest is shown in the pro­ 
posed location of the new factory in 
this city and has given impetus to the 
1917 industrial campaign in Seymour. 
The Commercial Club is pleased with 
the excellent prospects of securing 
the additional plant and especially 
with listing the members of this con­ 
cern with the business interests of 
the citv.

I became con 
v inced it was u nconstitu tional and or 
that grou nd I v etoed it. Bu t I am stil 
of the opinion that tbe pu blic is en 
titled to hav e a v alid law enacted or 
this su bject. 
A corporation is a creatu re of tHe 
state and has only su ch powers as the 
state bestows u pon it. 
And when ii 
seek s to do bu siness in a foreign state 
the latter state shou ld prescribe tht 
conditions in which it may thereir 
transact the same. 
Corporation secu rities shou ld not b< 
offered for sale, u nless there is su fti 
cient property hack of them to ju stify 
their issu e. 
An inv estigation will dis 
close that this su bject affords a fru it 
fu l field for legislation. 


Impe a c hme nt of Offic ia ls . 
The constitu tion imposes u pon tht 
Ex ecu tiv e the obligation that “He shal 
tak e care that the laws be faithfu lly 
ex ecu ted.” hu t neither the constitu tior 
nor the statu tes of the state afford hin 
an adeq u ate method for discharging 
that obligation. 
Ou r present impeach 
ment laws are so u nsatisfactory that 
it is practically impossible to bring 
abou t the remov al of a pu blic official 
for misfeasance, malfeasance or non 
feasance. 
Mu ch of the lawlessness of the state 


ation mak es it the du ty of this com 
mission to “inv estigate the problem 
of tax ation in Indiana, and (to) con­ 
sider what changes in the constitu 
tion and laws relating to tax ation are 
needed to mak e a ju st and eq u itable 
sy stem of tax ation.” The report of 
the commission has been made to the 
Gov ernor and the same will be laid 
before y ou for y ou r consideration. 
There is no problem of state affairs 
in which the people are more v itally 
interested than in that of the propei 
management of their 
penal, 
correc­ 
tional 
and 
benev olent 
institu tions. 
There is both a hu mane and a bu si­ 
ness element inv olv ed in their man­ 
agement. 
The importance of the hu ­ 
mane element cannot he measu red in 
dollars and cents. 
The bu siness ele­ 
ment calls for the sou ndest bu siness 
principles and any thing short of this 
is a rank inju stice to those who bear 
their bu rdens. 
The importance of the 
hu mane element 
is 
made 
apparent 
when we reflect that the inmates of 
these institu tions are 
increasing 
in 
nu mber at an alarming rate. 
That of 
the bu siness element becomes more 
apparent when we reflect that the peo­ 
ple now hav e inv ested in these insti­ 
tu tions in rou nd nu mbers fou rteen mil­ 
lion dollars, and there is ev ery indi­ 
cation that this inv estment will con­ 
tinu e to increase for a period far be­ 
y ond tlm immediate present.

The pu blic accou nting law of In­ 
diana was enacted at the req u est of 
the civ ic and bu siness interests of the 
state, and has accomplished all that 
was ex pected of it.

ministered and the resu lt of its con 
stant labors wou ld cau se the pu blic tc 
marv el if made k nown. 
Du ring the 
present administration the nu mber ol 
employ es has been redu ced practically 
50 per cent, and its serv ice to the pu b 
lie is now greater than ev er before. 
The law originally prov ided that the 
cents on each one hu ndred dollars: contents of all reports made to the de 
shou ld be repealed and the money now partment shou ld be made pu blic, bu t 
on

su ch 
fu nd shou ld 
be ! the legislatu re of 1911 modified that 
transferred to the General Fu nd, u n- j featu re of the law by prohibiting pu b- 
less its u se is otherwise prov ided for. 
I also recommend a redu ction of one 
cent in the tax lev y for the general 
fu nd. Perhaps a larger redu ction than 
this shou ld be made in this fu nd, bu t 
it is probably safer to stop with the 
redu ction su ggested. 
The legislatu re that enacted the v o­ 
cational edu cation law fix ed the tax 
rate for this work at one cent on the 
hu ndred dollars. 
This rate y ielded in 
1914, $100,9 78 .19 ; in 1915, $19 4,09 7,00; 
and in 1916, $201,027.75; and there is 
at this time in the Vocational Edu ca­ 
tion Fu nd a balance of $324,546.74. 
It 
is apparent, therefore, that this lev y 
shou ld be redu ced at least one-half 
cent, leav ing the rate at one-half cent 
on each hu ndred dollars.

Pu blicity is one of the greatest deter­ 
rents of dishonesty in pu blic office, and 
I recommend that y ou again au thorize 
the immediate pu blicity of all reports 
made by that department.

The good roads mov ement inau gu r- 


seriou s problem than that inv olv ed in 
care of mental defectiv es. 
It points 
ou t the rapid increase of this class of 
wards and the bu rden they are so­ 
cially and economically . 
The state­ 
ment is made that they are costing 
the 
state 
three 
and 
one-third 
million 
dollars 
annu ally , 
and 
that 
the nu mber of these u nfortu nates is 
increasing faster than the state is pro­ 
v iding for their care. 
This increase is 
largely attribu ted to bad heredity , 
sy philis and dru g habits, inclu ding al­ 
coholism. 
In obedience to the su g­ 
gestion of the Board of State Chari­ 
ties the Ex ecu tiv e appointed a com 
sion to stu dy this problem and to 
mak e a report of its findings to the 
Board of State Charities and to the 
Gov ernor by Nov ember 1st, 1916. 
The 
resu lt of its labors may he fou nd in 
the report it has made thereof and 
which will be, if it has not already 
been, laid before y ou . 
1 ask that y ou 
giv e this report y ou r most seriou s, en­ 
lightened and hu mane consideration, 
in the interest of society and hu manity 
it challenges y ou r best thou ght and 
widest scope of v ision. 
This report 
bu t emphasizes the magnitu de of the 
problem the state has to solv e in 
dealing with its delinq u ent and de­ 
fectiv e classes; and it also empha­ 
sizes anew in my ju dgment the neces­ 
sity that the management and control 
of these institu tions shall be by the 
best 
possible 
methods. 
You 
are 
dou btless familiar with the method 
now in force for the control of these 
institu tions. 
Ov er each of them is a 
non-partisan hoard of tru stees appoint­ 
ed by the Gov ernor. 
These tru stees 
are charged with the responsibility of 
caring for its phy sical and fiscal af­ 
fairs, and with the k eeping at the 
head of each of them a competent su ­ 
perintendent. 
As the name of this of­ 
ficial implies he is responsible for the 
care of the wards u nder him.

This administration has been anx ­ 
iou s to see a sy stem of highway s es­ 
tablished in this state, u nder the gu id 
ance of ex pert ability and in k eeping 
with economic methods. 
This will 
mak e it necessary , in my opinion, to 
hav e created by y ou r honorable body a 
State 
Department 
of 
Roads, 
with 
power to receiv e and ex pend for road 
depositors in these institu tions are pu rposes

and placed on a non-partisan basis; 
and I recommend that this be done. 


Work me n’s Compe ns a tion La w. 


The 69 th General Assembly enacted 
a most ex cellent work men’s compen 
sation law and it has been so well ad 
ministered that within two short y ears 
Indiana has tak en her position well in 
the forefront of those states hav ing 
similar laws. 
Under that act ev ery 
employ er shall either insu re or k eep 
insu red 
his 
liability 
thereu nder in 
some corporation, association or or­ 
ganization au thorized to transact the 
bu siness of work men’s compensation 
insu rance in this state, or shall fu r­ 
nish to the indu strial board satisfac­ 
tory proof of his financial ability to pay 
direct the compensation in the amou nt 
and manner and when du e as prov ided 
therein. 
One company writing su ch insu r 
ance has already failed and has y et 
ou tstanding liabilities in this state 
Therefore, to the end that the em 
ploy er who bu y s compensation insu r 
ance will absolu tely secu re the in 
demnity for which he pay s and that 
the employ es will be gu aranteed the 
compensation prov ided by the act 1 
recommend that Casu alty Companies 
writing Employ er’s Liability Insu rance 
be req u ired to establish a reserv e wit! 
the Au ditor of State to mak e safe ant 


Tax ation. 
The q u estion of tax ation is alway s 
a liv e q u estion and it is w'ell that this 
is so. 
The power to tax is the power 
to destroy . It is one of the most v ital 
powers of gov ernment and its ex ercise 
natu rally challenges the attention of 
ev ery man who contribu tes to the su p­ 
port of his gov ernment. 
I hav e no desire to enter into a dis­ 
cu ssion of this su bject at this time, 
bu t I do want to giv e my approv al 
to the principle and general prov isions 
embraced in ou r present tax law. 
It 
is one of the sou ndest and most pop­ 
u lar laws on the su bject of tax ation 
in this cou ntry , and to whatev er ex ­ 
tent it has work ed u nju stly the fau lt 
has been du e to a failu re properly to 
administer it. 
If all property were as­ 
sessed on the same basis, as the law 
contemplates it shou ld be, the tax rate 
wou ld be fix ed so lowr that the tax ­ 
pay er wou ld not fail to list his prop­ 
erty for tax ation regardless of its 
character. 
The State Tax Board has ask ed for 
and shou ld be giv en an additional 
power for a more eq u itable enforce­ 
ment of this law. 
The Legislatu re of 19 15 created a 
“Commission on Tax ation” and em­ 
powered the Gov ernor to appoint the 
members thereof. 
The law of its cre- 


inclu ding his medical staff and all the 
attendants and those who assist in any 
way in the work for which he is re­ 
sponsible. 
He also has the power to 
discharge any or all of his work ing 
force. 
His salary and the wrages of 
his work ing force are fix ed by the 
board of tru stees ov er him. 
1 may 
say in passing, there are as many dif­ 
ferences in the salaries fix ed for su ­ 
perintendents as there are su perin- 
the different boards from a hu mane 
tendents. In other words, the salaries 
of no two are alik e. 
The statu tes fix 
the salaries of the tru stees at $300 
each and allows each tru stee for ex ­ 
penses annu ally $125. 
Each board of 
tru stees is composed of fou r members 
—not more than two of any one party 
—ex cept one which has bu t three mem­ 
bers, and there are eighteen different 
boards not inclu ding the Robert W. 
Long Hospital. 
My observ ation and ex perience in 
the management of these institu tions 
du ring my term of office hav e lead me 
to adv ocate most earnestly the cre­ 
ation of a central board of control to 
hav e charge of them and the aboli­ 
tion of the different boards now in 
control thereof. 
This central board 
of control shou ld be composed of not 
more than fou r members, and they 
shou ld be chosen with regard to their 
pecu liar fitness for the work ex pected 
of them. 
The board shou ld be non­ 
partisan; it shou ld be req u ired to giv e 
all its time to its work and the mem­ 
bers thereof shou ld be paid something 
more than a liv ing salary . 
Both the 
hu mane element and the bu siness ele­ 
ment inv olv ed in the management of 
these institu tions req u ire the crea­ 
tion of this sort of a board. 
In tak ing this position I do not in­ 
tend any reflection u pon any of those 
in charge of these institu tions u nder 
the method now in force for their gov ­ 
ernment. 
I wou ld not intimate that 
there cou ld not be improv ement in 
the management of any of them u nder 
present methods, bu t generally speak ­ 
ing and tak ing them as a whole, I 
think that the present tru stees and 
su perintendents are condu cting them 
as satisfactorily as cou ld reasonably 
be ex pected of any similar body of 
men and women that might be placed 
in lik e position. 


I am not criticising therefore the 
tru stees pnd su perintendents, bu t the 
method now in force u nder which they 
hav e to work . 
The present boards 
v isit their Institu tions 
once 
ev ery 
thirty day s. 
They arriv e at the insti­ 
tu tion as a ru le in the ev ening of one 
day and depart therefrom in the aft­ 
ernoon of the nex t day . 
They retu rn 
to their homes not1 to continu e the 
work of the institu tion, bu t to carry 
on their own personal affairs. 


If a single control board shou ld be 
created its powers wou ld of cou rse be 
fix ed by the statu te, and u nless it 
shou ld be deemed wise to do so, it 
wou ld hav e no more power ov er the 
heads of the institu tions than the 
present boards now hav e ov er their 
respectiv e 
su perintendents. 
It 
goes 
withou t say ing, that a central board 
wou ld be ex pected to k eep in closer 
tou ch with the institu tion and Ps su ­ 
perintendents than it is possible for 
the present hoards to do, and being 
thu s in closer tou ch it follows natu ral­ 
ly that it wou ld be more familiar with 
the condu ct and management thereof 
than it is possible 
for 
the 
present 
boards to he; and thu s there wou ld be 
afforded a means 
for 
greater 
effi­ 
ciency u nder it than is possible u n­ 
der the present boards which are now 
on their job only one night and a 
part of a day in ev ery thirty day s. 
1 am not indifferent to the fact that 
there are many sincere and able ad­ 
v ocates of the present method for the 
control of these institu tions, bu t I 
think that I am not mistak en in de­ 
claring that the best modern thou ght 
on institu tional life is fav orable to the 
central board idea. 
The central board wou ld not inter­ 
fere with the du ties of a su perinten­ 
dent of an institu tion bey ond its sta­ 
tu tory powers; neither wou ld it in any 
wise interfere with nor lessen the 
v alu e of the work of ou r Board of 
State Charities. 
The statu te creating 
the central board of control shou ld be 
drawn so as not to narrow the field 
of operation of the Board of State 
Charities. 
These institu tions are in 
need of a central board of control as 
well as a central board of su perv ision. 
The Board of State Charities is a 
central board of su perv ision, and u n­ 
der the statu te of its creation its du ty 
is to “inv estigate the whole sy stem 
of pu blic charitable and correctional 
institu tions of the state, ex amine into 
the conditions and management there­ 
of, especially of prisons, jails, infirm­ 
aries, pu blic hospitals and asy lu ms” 
and perform div ers other du ties not 
necessary 
here 
to 
mention. 
This 
board shou ld not be depriv ed by the 
statu te creating a central board of 
control, of any of the powers and du ­ 
ties it now has. 
1 regard the Board 
of State Charities as indispensable to 
the proper management of these in­ 
stitu tions. 
A Gov ernor soon becomes 
familiar with the v alu e of its work 
and there is no reason for its not 
being able to render as effectiv e serv -i 
ice in 
conju nction 
with 
a central 
board of control ov er all the institu - i 
tions as it now renders in conju nction 
with eighteen or nineteen different; 
boards scattered ov er the state at as 
many 
different 
points. 
The 
State. 
Board of Charities is located in the 
Capitol bu ilding of the state where 
j 
the central board of control shou ld ! 
also hav e its offices and thu s the two 
while discharging their respectiv e du ­ 
ties in carry ing forward their respec­ 
tiv e work wou ld be easy of access 
to one another, and the institu tions 
wou ld thereby be enabled more often 
to hav e the adv antage of their u nited 
ju dgment. 
By co-operation and co­ 
ordination they become one complete 
and harmoniou s control. 
What are some of the things that 
might be reasonably ex pected to re­ 
su lt from the creation of a central 
board of control? 
Ev ery thing that can be done now by 
v iewpoint for the u nfortu nate wards 
of the state cou ld more easily and on 
a broader scale and in a more re­ 
sponsiv e manner be done by a central 
hoard of control. 
From a bu siness v iewpoint a cen 
tral board in my ju dgment wou ld re­ 
su lt in a more economical manage­ 
ment of these institu tions than it is 
possible to hav e u nder the present 
management; and this, too withou t im­ 
ply ing any fau lt on the part of those 
now in control of them. 
A central board in bu y ing flou r for 
eighteen different institu tions wou ld 
be ex pected to bu y it cheaper than 
a single board cou ld bu y flou r for a 
single 
institu tion. 
This 
will 
hold 
good when it comes to meats, pota­ 
toes and practically ev ery thing u sed 
for the su pport of the state’s wards. 
The people of Indiana are entitled to 
hav e their fou rteen-million-dollar in­ 
v estment. in property and the millions 
appropriated ev ery y ear for these in­ 
stitu tions managed and ex pended, u n­ 
der the most modern and approv ed 
methods. 
Any thing short of this is 
the rank est sort of inju stice to the 
people who pay the bills. 
When the Ex ecu tiv e took his stand 
a few months ago in fav or of a cen­ 
tral board of control he was com­ 
mended therefor by many pu blic spir­ 
ited and thou ghtfu l people. 
A gentle­ 
man who had had wide ex perience as 
pu rchasing agent, for an institu tion 
approv ed in the highest terms the 
central board idea, and pointed ou t 
in most forcefu l langu age the sav ing 
the state wou ld he 
able 
to 
mak e 
throu gh su ch a board. 
That he was 
a stu dent of institu tional affairs was 
apparent from the fact he showed he 
was familiar with the work of ou r 
Board of State Charities and the In­ 
diana Bu lletin pu blished by it. 
In a 


commu nication to the Go v erno r, he 
say s; 
“By reference to the India na Bu lle­ 
tin of September 15, 19 15, 
o n pa g es 
471 and 473 y ou will find that 
One institu tion paid 
a n av erage o i 
$5.18 per bbl. for flou r, another $7:50; 
1 institu tion paid an av erage o f $9 .48 
per 100 for fresh beef, a no ther $14.00; 
1 institu tion paid an av erage of 39 c for 
potatoes, another 66c; 1 institu tion 
paid an av erage of 17%c gal. for milk , 
another 22c; another u sed ev aporated 
at 51 cents per gal., and 1 institu tion 
paid an av erage of 14 cents lb. for 
tea, another 45 cents. 
An ex amination will disclose similar 
v ariations in prices on all the su p­ 
plies pu rchased for u se in the differ­ 
ent institu tions. 
No bu siness concern 
wou ld long permit Its pu rchasing agent 
to condu ct its affairs in this manner. 
I su bmit to y ou , that the forward- 
look ing states are rapidly going to the 
du al sy stem for the management of 
their penal, correctional and benev o­ 
lent institu tions. 
By a du al sy stem I

The creation, therefore, of a central 
board of control for these institu tions 
of ou r state, wou ld most certainly 
bring abou t:

A standardization of su pplies.

Standardization of methods of 
control of similar institu tions.

Uniformity and impartiality in 
the treatm ent of inmates. 
4. 
Progressiv e and u p-to-date meth­ 
ods in management. 
5. 
Closer co-operation between the 
central hoard of control and the Board 
of State Charities than it is possible 
to hav e between the latter board and 
eighteen different boards of tru stees. 
6. 
Su pplementary work of the two 
central boards with each other. 
The 
Board of State Charities giv es special 
attention to the benev olent or the hu ­ 
manitarian side of the dependent or 
penal problem with adv isory , possibly 
su perv isory powers ov er the central 
board of control; while the latter’s 
fu nctions are to manage the bu siness 
or administrativ e side of institu tion 
life.

“Withou t any concerted mov ement 
the du al plan has dev eloped sponta­ 
neou sly in all parts of the cou ntry and 
is now the most generally accepted 
form of new enactments.”

Cons titutiona l Conv e ntion. 
An Indiana historian has said that 
“No more important body of men ev er 
assembled in the state of Indiana than 
that which met in the Hall of Repre­ 
sentativ es, in the old State Capitol, 
in Indianapolis, October 7, 18 50, tc 
rev ise the constitu tion of the state.” 
The statement might hav e gone fu r 
ther withou t transcending the tru th 
and hav e declared that no abler body 
of men than these ev er assembled in 
this 
state. 
Their work liv es after 
them and will long be recognized as a 
memorial to their su perior wisdom. 
These patriots did not liv e alone 
for themselv es, bu t for the fu tu re gen 
eration of their commonwealth; and 
they constru cted a constitu tion that 
was far in adv ance of their time, and 
one that has prov en to be a v ery great 
instru ment of civ il gov ernment. They 
did not believ e, howev er, that the con 
stitu tion 
they made 
wou ld 
alway s 
meet the needs of the people of In 
diana, and this is why they prov ided 
for its improv ement by amendment. 
They were wise enou gh to su pplant 
the constitu tion of 18 16 by their w'ork , 
and they took it for granted that 
later generations wou ld be far seeing 
enou gh not to hesitate to set aside 
the organic law they framed, when by 
so doing they wou ld better promote 
the pu blic welfare. 
Has the time arriv ed for a new con­ 
stitu tion in this state? 
The six ty -sev ­ 
enth General Assembly , the majority 
of which was composed of men of my 
own 
political 
affiliation, 
ev idently 
thou ght that it had, for it prepared a 
new' constitu tion and sou ght to hav e 
it ratified by the people in the briefest 
possible time. 
Both the Repu blican 
and Progressiv e parties, and I think 
other political parties, hav e in recent 
y ears declared more than once for a 
new constitu tion. 
It Is fair to assu me that this action 
by these different political organiza­ 
tions reflect pu blic opinion on this 
su bject, aside from the v iews fav or­ 
able thereto held by the forward-look ­ 
ing men and women of Indiana whose 
q u alifications for citizenship are ol 
the first order. 
There are many sweeping q u estions 
in the affairs of gov ernment that can­ 
not be legislated u pon in this state in 
the absence of nu merou s amendments 
to ou r present constitu tion, or u nless 
we get a 
new 
constitu tion 
broad 
enou gh to permit the consideration ol 
legislation thereon. 
Some of these 
q u estions dou btless are not of su ffl 
cient merit to be legislated on, bu t 
that is no objection to the people 
hav ing an organic law that will permit 
them to be considered by the General 
Assembly , or that does not practically 
prohibit any amendment thereto, de­ 
spite the desire of the v oters of the 
state. 
The mode of amendment pro 
scribed by the present constitu tion is 
not satisfactory . 
Many sober-minded 
and 
think ing people 
believ e it 
ii 
hedged abou t by difficu lties that re­ 
su lt in nothing less than the defeat oi 
ju stice. It prev ents the doing; of many

things that are just and in harmony 
with the people’s most enlightened 
conscience. 
I recommend, therefore, that you 
call a constitutional convention and 
that the same be safeguarded as fai 
as possible against partisan politics 
The details of such a convention you 
will have to work out with great de 
liberation. 
It will require the exer 
cise of your united wisdom. 
Nothing 
but your finest heart impulses and 
purest purposes should shape your 
course. 
A free people’s organic law 
is the covanant of their liberties and 
should be the exponent of their nob 
lest conception of man’s relation tc 
Society and civilization. 
The members of this convention 
should be chosen at a special electior 
and under conditions, when no par 
tisan issues are to be considered 
Their names should be printed on i 
ballot that bears no political distinc 
tion, and everything possible shoul 
be done to en ab le the people to elect 
men whose qualifications and charac 
ters w ill be an assurance of their de 
sir*' to serve the public in a wholly 
disinterested manner. 
In conclusion, gentlemen, permit me 
to leave with you the hope that good 
fellowship may

GALM PREVAILS ELSEWHERE 


Von Mackensen W ill Probably Reach 


the Sereth Next Week Where the 


Climax of the German Drive Will 


Be Reached. 


London, Jan. 4.—As the Russians 
have apparently elected to make a 
stand at Sereth, the climax of the 
great Teutonic drive through Rou- 
mania will be reached within the next 
week as the host under Field Marshal 
von Mackensen already is approach 
ing the line of the place. 
Here the 
main 
assault will be de 
livered which, if successful, would ex 
pose the Russians’ front from Galicia 
southward to a possible crumpling up 
process through a turning movement 
and imperil the Bessarabian territory 
to invasions north of the Danube 
across the line of the Pruth. 
The Russians have been preparing 
strong fortified lines along the Sereth 
Ending at the Danube, between Braila 
and Galata, the line extends north 
westyard through Moldavia in the di­ 
rection 
of 
the western Moldavian 
frontier. 
The 
Russians have been 
fighting strong rear guard actions in 
their retirement to the new line and 
they will fight desperately to hold the 
Teutons at this point. 
It would seem that the Teutonic ef­ 
fort to break this line is to be a 
strong one, as the Berlin statement 
records smashing attacks upon 
the 
Russian lines at several points in 
which 
prisoners 
were 
taken 
and 
ground gained. 
Meanwhile the drive 
at the right flank of the Russians in 
this region, along the western Mol­ 
davian frontier, is continuing unabated 
and further progress in the trans 
verse valleys, notably in the Suchitza 
and Put na regions, is announced. 
On the Danube end of the line the 
security of Braila has been further 
Imperiled, according to the Berlin re­ 
port, by a new advance of the Teu­ 
tonic forces on the Dobrudja side ol 
the river, where the Russians have 
been driven back farther into the 
northwestern corner of the province 
opposite Braila.

FEARS 
PELLAGRA 
INCREASE 


Public Health Service Issues Bulletin 
Touching on H. C. of L. 
Washington, Jan. 4.—A fear that 
high food prices, by unbalancing diets, 
may lead to a wider prevalence of 
pellagra in the United States during 
the coming year is expressed in a 
bulletin issued by the public health 
service. 
“It is feared, however, that pellag­ 
ra may increase in 1917 by reason of 
an increase in food cost out of pro­ 
portion to the prosperity now enjoyed 
by this country. 
The great rise in 
the cost of forage is causing the peo­ 
ple in many localities to sell their 
cows, and thus there is danger that 
they will deprive themselves of milk, 
one of the most valuable pellagra pre­ 
venting foods. 
The high cost of liv­ 
ing has further served to bring about 
a reduction in many families in the 
amount of meat, eggs, beans and peas 
consumed, all of which are pellagra 
prophylactics.”

Ev ery toddler know- that this i- 


the age o f efficiency . 
Yet main a 


woman in her work around the kitch­ 


en still walks the ex tra mile, an ad ­ 


monition which was nev er supposed 


to ex tend to household duties. 
The modern kitchenette, with it- 
beautifully compact sy stem of built 
in cupboards and careful conserv a­ 
tion of space eliminates the necessity 
o f a sermon on sav ing step-. 
Tin- 
ex tra mile’s walk in such a kitchen 
would result in a sev ere attack of 
nausea induced by a steady circling 
about. 
The least dev iation from the 
circle would surely result in collision 
with the cabinet or the shining white 
oil-clothed table. 
But the old-fashioned kitchen with 
its high ceilings 
and 
ample 
floor 
space, its foolish nooks and crannies 
and turns— here is a real problem in 
sav ing energy .

American Members of the Joint Com­ 
mission Have Given 
Up Hope of 
Evading Dispute With Carranza— 
One More Conference Expected. 


Washington, Jan. 4.—President Wil­ 
ton is now holding all the threads of 
the 
tangled 
situation 
between 
the 
United States and Mexico. The Amer­ 
ican members of the Mexican-Ameri- 
can joint commission made to him a 
personal report of their negotiations 
which have reached a deadlock, and 
whether the conferences of the com 
mission shall continue is a question 
the president has added to those al­ 
ready under consideration, 
the 
de­ 
termination of which will shape the 
administration's future i>olicy toward 
the de facto government. 
While there is no authoritative ad­ 
mission 
to that 
effect, 
it 
became 
known that Secretary Lane, Dr. J. R. 
Mott and Judge George Gray, the 
American commissioners, considered 
useless further attem pts to effect a 
settlement 
of 
questions 
at 
issue 
through the joint commission. 
They 
submitted to the president a written 
report of their failure to have ratified 
by Carranza the protocol providing 
for withdrawal of the American troops 
from Mexico and for a co-operative 
control of the border and asked him 
to decide whether they should con 
tinue their conferences on other sub­ 
jects as suggested by Carranza. 
The president and the commission­ 
ers discussed the report for about an 
hour. 
Afterward Secretary Lane re­ 
ferred inquiries to the president. The 
president said he did not wish to dis­ 
cuss the question in any of its phases. 
At least one more conference with 
the Mexicans will lie held. Some day 
this week Louis Cabrera, chairman of 
the Mexican commission, and the oth­ 
er two members, Ignacio Bonillas and 
Alberto J. Bani, are expected to meet 
the American commissioners here and 
receive their reply to Carranza's lat 
est communication. 
It seems certain that some radical 
changes in policy w ii he adopted soon 
by the United States. 
The president 
continued his 
consideration 
of 
the 
withdrawal 
of 
General 
Pershing's 
force, regardless of Carranza's atti 
tude, and of the sending of Henry P. 
Fletcher to the City of Mexico to rep­ 
resent the government as ambassa­ 
dor. It is known that neither of these 
steps would be regarded as incon 
slstent by the American commission­ 
ers. 
In anticipation that orders would 
be issued for recall of the troops, the 
war department has prepared a tenta­ 
tive 
plan 
of 
withdrawal. 
General 
Scott, chief of staff, and General Bliss, 
assistant chief of staff, conferred at 
length with Secretary Baker, and it 
was said they discussed a request by 
the president for a report on what ef­ 
fect, in the opinion of military men. 
withdrawal of the troops would have.

A. F . L . CLERKS ASK MORE PAY 


Wish Same Rate Federation Demands 
For Government Clerks. 
Washington, Jan. 4.— A committee 
from a local union of office clerks 
sought a conference with Secretary 
Morrison, of the American Federation 
of Labor, in an effort to have the fed 
eration pay its clerks employed at na 
tional headquarters here, the same 
rates advocated by tile federation for 
governm ent clerks, $ I a day minimum 
and $200 increase for those now earn 
ing $3 daily. 
An officer of the union explained in 
a statement that about sixty office em 
ployes of the federation of labor are 
members of the clerks’ organization 
which in turn is affiliated with the 
federation and can not order a strike 
without the federation’s approval.
